out  a ship,  the  land-lubber  who  dances 
the  Charleston  instead  of  the  horn- 
pipe. Sheiks  supreme  are  to  wear 
them  with  very  wide  trousers.  It  is 
expected  that  the  brass  buttons  will 
move  a thousand  hearts  and  lure 
chaste  brides  from  good  homes. 

Something  should  be  said  about  the 
sports  wear,  which  this  season  is  un- 
usually tricky.  The  garbardine  sports 
jacket  features  pleats  and  half  belts 
in  the  back  and  a perfectly  plain 
front.
